The Rothermel report states as a “ find- 
ing of fact’? that the North American 
Commercial Company, which for twenty 
years took seals on the

ment by fraud. This alleged fraud, the 
House committee finds, consisted of the 
filing in 1890 of a false affidavit by 
Isaac Liebes, then President of the com- 
pany. In this affidavit he averred under 
oath that neither he nor his associates 
were engaged in pelagic sealing or in any 
violation of law. 

It is asserted in the committee report 
that Liebes, when he made this affidavit, 
knew that his brother, Herman, who was 
associated with him in the case, owned 
the schooner James Hamilton Lewis, 
which, was ilegallyeutfitied and aleward 
to Clear to engage in pelagic sealing and 
commit depredations on the high seas, 
and that soon afterward Isaac Liebes 
became part owner of the schooner. 


Allege Plot for Unlawful Killing. 


The further charge is made in the re- 
port that the Liebes brothers and the 
officers and stockholders of the North 
American Commercial Company confed- 
erated with Capt. Alexander McLean un- 
lawfully to kill seals belonging to the 
American Government. 

According to the report, a bond of $500,- 
000 was given by the North American 
Commercial Company on March 12, 180, 
for the faithful observance of the Treas- 
ury Department regulations, governing 


their lease, and these regulations pro- 
hibited pelagic sealing. This bond was 
signed by Liebes, President; H. B. 


Parsons, Assistant Secretary, and Darius 
O. Mills, Lloyd Tevis, Herman Liebes by 
D. O. Mills as attorney in fact, and ex- 
Senator Stephen B. Elkins, as sureties, 
and was approved by William Windom, 
then Secretary of the Treasury. 

The report recommends to the House 
that it request the Attorncy General to 
take steps to collect the amount of this 
bond fyom the North American mi cog 


cial Company and its sureties. All of 
the suregies are now dead, but members 
of the touse committee assert that un- 
der the lav’ their estates would be liable. 

The Rothermel Committee also recom- 
mends that the State Department “ take 
up With Russia the matter of the case of 
the James Hamilton Lewis for the pur- 
pose of rectifying the wrong done by 
Liebes, C. H. Townsend, and H. H. D. 
Peirce against the Government of Rus- 
sia, a friendly power.” 

That portion of the report covering the 
charges that the two former Government 
officials figured in the fraud, alleged to 
have been perpetrated on the Russian 
Government, says: 

‘Your committee further finds that 
Isaac Liebes, President of the North 
American Commercial Company, did cor- 
respond, combine, and agree with one H. 
H. D. Peirce, then chird Assistant Secre- 
tary of State of the United States, and 
Charles H. Townsend, ‘ seal expert’ of the 
United States Bureau of Fisheries, in 
yreparing, promoting, and collecting a 
raudulent claim in the case of the James 
Hamilton Lewis (the sealing vessel owned 
and outfitted by Isaac Liebes and Herman 
Liebes) and Capt. Alexander McLean, the 
British pirate. The said H. H. D. Peirce 
and Charles H. Townsend, as representa- 
tives of the Government, presented the 
claims of Alexander McLean, who was 
master of the James Hamilton Lewis, a

Many Pillar-Box Outrages. 
From different parts of the country 
further pillar-box attacks are reported, 
and in London 200 postal packets were 
destroyed to-day by tar poured into a 
pillar-box in the West End.

George burst into flames when it was 
opened, owing, it is thought, to the 
action of sulphuric acid. The flames 
were extinguished before any one was 
injured. 

This is the latest form of outrage in- 
vented by the suffragettes. While the 
sorting staff at the Croydon Post Of- 
fice was at work to-night several pack- 
ages burst into flames and gave off 
thick fumes.

Governor Gives Formal Interview, 
Saying He Will Do Nothing Until 
Legislature Resumes on Monday.

ALBANY, N. Y.. Jan. 29.—Gov. Sulzer 
will not send to the Senate this week the 
name of any nominee for the office now 
held by Willlam R. Willcox, Chairman of 
the Public Service Commission for the 
First District, whose term expires at 
midnight on Friday. Nor will the Gov- 
ernor make any move to fill the three 


vacancies on the commission for the Sec- 
ond District until after the Legislature 
resumes work next Monday night. 

This was made known by Gov. Sulzer 
in an interview to-day. The Governor 
spoke with greater frankness on the sit- 
uation which had brought public atten- 
tion to the forthcoming appointments on 
the Public Service Commissions than he 
has done at any time since the question, 
began to agitate New York City and the 
Capitol. 

Strong representations have been made 
to Gov. Sulzer with regard to the utter 
impracticabillty of the scheme for com- 
plete municipal ownership and operation 
of future Subways in New York City 
which is being advocated by the extreme 
opponents of the so-called ‘‘ dual” plan 
for the consummation of which final ne- 
gotiations now are pending. 


Hearst Influence Denied. 


Gov. Sulzer in his interview did not 
enter upon any discussion of his own 
views on the subway contract question, 
but persons in his confidence, while not 
assuming to speak for the Governor, who 
stands uncommitted on the question, said 
to-day that he was gradually becoming 
convinced that the reckless campaign 
against the ‘‘dual’”’ plan conducted by 
the opposition lacked real justification, 
In connection with this it was said that 
those who had inferred that Gov. Sulzer 


was under the tutelage of William kh. 
Hearst in the subway matter would have 
a surprise coming when the Governor 
reached the parting of the ways, ag ine 
evitably he must before many more days.

MITCHEL STARTS TROUBLE.

“Can the city afford to spend $300,000,- 
000 on subways?” asked Mr. Burton. 

‘‘Yes, and more than that,” shouted a 
diner. 

Before Mr. Burton could go any fur- 
ther others were on their feet with ques- 
tions. Further confusion was caused by 
the cry of ‘‘ Cut out the politics’’ which 
was raised by several. Imer E. Bur- 
dick, President of the club, finally rapped 
menacingly with his gavel, and when the 





noise had subsided insisted that the speak- 


er be permitted to finish witnout inter- 
ruption. This sentiment was cheered, 
and Mr. Burton was permitted to com- 
plete his argument.

ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 29.—Dr. Robert 
Stuart MacArthur, head of the World’s 
Baptist Alliance, has tendered his resig- 
nation as pastor of the Tabernacle Bap- 
tist Church, the largest institution of its 
kind in the South. 

The resignation comes as the climax of 
a series of factional differences that be- 
a came manifest shortly after Dr. Brough- 
} ton left Atlanta for London, and” which 
have brought about considerable bitter- 
\ ness in the church. Although Dr. Mac- 
Arthur said that his duties as leader of 
the Wor'ld’s Alliance demanded his entire 
and immediate attention, and made im- 
perative bis vacating the local pastorate, 
‘prominent membcrs of the church ad- 
mitted to-day the fight of the minister 
had proved a great strain for him. 

Leaders in the church said they were 
not surprised at the action of Dr. Mac- 
Arthur, as they had been expecting it 


for some time. His ardent supporters 
said the anti-MacArthur faction had 
“nagged him until he had become dis- 
gusted.”’ 

A split was narrowly averted last Sum- 
mer when Dr, MacArthur’s introduction 
of a ritualistic service, and his views, 
estranged some of the oldest members 
of the church. Dr. MacArthur introduced 
a responsive reading in the service, and 
robed the choir and ministers. He iz 
also charged by certain members to have 
been out of sympathy with the infirmary 
for working girls, the Bible conference, 
and other allied activities of the church. 





The Rev. Dr. Robert Stuart MacArthur 
was pastor of the Calvary Baptist Church, 
in West Fifty-seventh Street, near Sixth 


Avenue, for forty-one years. He re- 
signed the pastorate there on Sept. 22 
1911. Soon afterward he accepted the 


call of the Baptist Tabernacle at Atlanta, 
when the Rev. Dr. Broughton went to 
Cnrist Church, London. 

It was not long before reports came 
from Atlanta that his parishioners there 
did not like his ideas, and that some of 
them had resigned. In June it was stated 
that the situation was so tense that Dr. 


MacArthur had submitted two proposi- 
tions to his congregation, one being his 
resignation and the other setting fortna 


the conditions on which he would continue 
as pastor. At the end of that month Dr. 
MacArthur preached a sermon in his old 
church, and after it he denied the news- 
paper reports of differences with tne At- 
lanta church officials, or that he had 
sought to add forms to his service, as he 
had done at Calvary, including a vested 
choir.

Dr. MacArthur came to Calvary Church 
directly from the Rochester Theological 
Seminary in May, 1870. He was then 29 
years old. In resigning, he said he wanted 
it thoroughly understood that it was not 
because of any dissension in the church. 
He stated he was doing it because he 
thovght forty years long enough for any 
pastorate. and that he had intended to re- 
sign in May, 1910, but was persuaded not 
#«° do so as the church was then celebrat- 
ing his fortieth anniversary as _ pastor, 
and the officials thought the resignation 
would throw a damper over the cere- 
monies. He tried to resign again in the 
Fall, but was persuaded to remain a little 
longer. He was elected President of the 
Baptist World Alliance in 1910, and it was 
said that the duties in connection with thy 
office ca:sed him to resign.

{It may have a more efficient organiza- 
ltion, it may observe certain rules of 
economy in ways that it has learned 
through study and at considerable ex- 
ipense, it may employ certain special 
tools which it has built up through the 
skill and diligence of its organization. 
“These things should not be revealed 
to the public, not even to a Government 
| commission, and, if through these things 
a manufacturer is able to reduce his 
cost it is his. business and his’ business 
only, and the public has no right to de- 
mand that because his costs are low he 
should reduce his selling price in propor- 
tion. Such a rule as this would strike 
at some of the most fundamental prin- 
ciples of business, which are to encour- 
age every reasonable and honest effort 
to bring down the cost so that those do- 
ing it may reap the benefit in profits.

$35,000,000 YEARLY INCOME. 


Enjoyed by 87 State Universities and 


Other State-aided Colleges. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Approximate- 
ly $35,000,000 represents the total working 
income received by eighty-seven State uni- 
versities and other State-aided institutions 
of higher education during the last year, 
according to a bulletin issued to-day by 
the Federal Bureau of Education. Of 
this sum the Federal Government con- 
tributed about $5,000,000, and the States 
$18,000,000. The regular current income 
of most of these institutions from public 


appropriations represents a definite capi- 
talization of about $400,000,000. 

The year’s income passed the 2,000,000- 
mark in the ease of the universities 
of Illinois, with $2,363,711; Minnesota, 
with $2,682,499, and Wisconsin. with 
$2,122,297. Cornell University, which is 
technically a-private institution, but re- 
ceives State and Federal aid, reported 
total receipts: of over $38,000,000, with a 
net income, available for current expenses, 
of ‘about $1,500,000. 

Other State-aided institutions in the 
$1,000,000 income class include the 
universities of Michigan, with $1,343,057; 
of Ohio, with $1,011,571, and of California, 
with $1,711,398. The last had an addi- 
tional $500,000 from private benefactions. 
The State of Iowa supports several insti- 
tutions of college and university rank, 
with a combined income of over $2,000,000.

There was 
not a carriage to be found, and even the 
luggage was carried off into the Harlem sta- 
tion. 

The overcrowding of the cars upon this road 
is notorious, and is the subject of indignant 
but fruitless complaint in the daily papers; 
but such .an outrageous delay as that of 
Saturday night, caused by the stinginess and 
total want of consideration for the public 
convenience upon the part of the manage- 
ment of the New Haven Company, ought to 
be universally exposed. The poor conductor 
was badgered with every form of impatient 
complaint, but his instructions, he said, were 
imperative, and he could not disobey them.

CLOTHING WORKERS’ WAGES. 


Higher Here Than the Average Else- 
where, Mr. Corwine Asserts. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Your editorial article headed ‘‘ Some- 
thing Lacking’’ promptS us to supple- 
ment the advertisement which appeared 
on Tuesday with a fuller statement of 
the facts. When Charles L. Bernheimer, 
Chairman of the Committee on Arbitra- 
tion of the Chamber of Commerce, called 
upon us on the eve of the strike, with 
the request that the matter be submit- 
ted to that committee, we consented in the 
following letter, dated Dec. 30, 1912: 


The New York Clothing Trade Association 
accepts with pleasure the invitation of the 
Chamber of Commerce to meet members of 
their Arbitration Committee to arrange for 
a thorough and impartial investigation in 
the clothing industry, Our members will of- 
fer every facility to this investigation com- 
mittee. 





otiations were com- 
menced, and daily conferences were held 
for a week, when they were terminated 
by the refusal of the representatives of 
the United Garment Workers to accept 
the recommendations that were made by 
the committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and which had been accepted by 
the representatives of the New York 
Clothing Trade Association. These recom- 
mendations included ‘‘a ca¥eful, impar- 
tial investigation of wages, hours, and 
working conditions in New York, in com- 
parison with competitive markets, through 
a commission to be composed of six per- 
sons, as follows: Two to be named by 
the New York Clothing Trade Associa- 
tion, two to be named by the United 
Garment Workers of America, and two 
others to be named by the committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce, subject to the 
approval of both parties.”’ 

Had this recommendation been accept- 
ed, certain facts would by this time be 
before the public which have not hereto- 
fore been available, and some of these 
facts we beg herewith to present: 

The average wages paid to men in 
the clothing industry are 11 per cent. 
more than the average wages paid to men 
in all industries in the United States, 
and the average wages paid to women 
in the clothing industry are per cent. 
more than the average wages paid to wo- 
men in all industries in the United States. 
From this it is obvious that the clothing 
workers are not underpaid in compari- 
son with other workers. 

The situation in New York, however, 
is complicated in a very peculiar way. 
Of the total number of wage earners in 
the clothing industry in the United States 
45 per cent. are men and per cent. 
are women, whereas in New York 61 per 
cent. of the employes are men and 39 per 
cent. are women. The consequence is that 
the average wages paid in the clothing 
industry in New York for men and wo- 
men combined are 15 per cent. higher 
than the average wages paid in the 
same industry throughout the United 
States.

James Edward Meredith of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania was the winner 
last night of the ‘‘Saburban Quarter,” a 
$40-yard ‘“‘ scratch” foot race held under 
the auspices of the Knights of St. Antony 
in the armory of tHe Forty-seventh Regi- 
ment, Brooklyn, and which resulted in 
one of the fastest board-floor races at the 
distance ever seen, the time, 501-5 sec- 


onds, being remarkable. 


Thomas J, Halpin,of the Boston Ath- 
letic Association, the quarter-mile cham- 
pion of America, was compelled to take 
second honors to the Pennsylvania youth, 
who is best remembered as the schoolboy 
phenomenon who at the Olympic Games 
in Stockholm won the 800 meters event 
end made world’s records at that dis- 
tance and 880 yards. The third man was 
Met Sheppard, the Amateur Athletic 
Union title holder at half a mile. 

Probably 4,000 persons witnessed the 
race which was the third running of the 
event, the two previous contests having } 
been won-by J. M. Rosenberger, Irish- 
C., who with Alvah T. 
Meyer, a clubmate, also ran. Had any 
member of the Irish-American A. C. won 
last night’s race the trophy, a bronze fig- 
ure of Mercury valued at $500, would have 
reverted to Rosenberger by virture of his 
having the greatest total of points with 
the trophy won by a Winged Fist wearer 
within three runnings. As it now stands 
the. trophy must be again competed for 
next year. 

The quintet lined up at the start with 
the ultimate winner on the pole and the 
rest of the field from him as follows: 
Meyer, who is the 220 champion; Shep- 
pard; Rosenberger, and Halpin. 

Rosenberger was the quickest away 
from the starting line with Meyer second 
fastest to move. Meyer appeared to bore 
in toward the inner ring but Meredith 
jammed him back to his position, with the 
result that Sheppard succeeded in getting 
into a pocket at the early stage, being 
hemmed in between Meyer and Halpin, 
who moved in from the outside position. 

Around the first turn it was Rosen- 
berger and Meyer as the leaders, with 
Halpin third and Sheppard last, the lat- 
ter having been almost compelled to pull 
vp in an endeavor to evade running into 
Halpin just before the turn was rounded. 
Once straightened out, Halpin, a big free- 
striding runner, raced by Rosenberger and 
Meyer and got in the van by two yards 
in the run to the top turn, around which 
he beat Meyer, with Rosenberger third 
and Sheppard still trailing. 

The Boston man strode in beautiful 
form to the ‘‘220”’ mark, with the order 
of the others unchanged. Around the 
bottom turn Halpin maintained his fine 





even pace and his advantage, although 
there was an attempt at closing up by 


the others, all of wnom excepting Shep- 
Pard were enabled .to show their best 
running. ‘ 

The later seemed to stop at every turn 
and clearly showed the results of his fall 
several nights ago in the Fordham games, 
when Halpin beat him at the tape, Shep- 
pard attempted to get by the third and 
fourth men at each turn, but was shut | 
out at each attempt. 

In the backstretch of the last lap Halpin 
still had command, but a change came 
over the complexion of the rest of the 
field when Meredith made his bid by 
racing up on the inside, eventually gain- 
ing second position from Meyer and Ros- 
enberger, who were almost lapped. 

Around the final turn and in the real 
race to the tape Halpin was in the van 
by a yard and a half, Mederith coming 
through with a rare burst of speed. The 
Bostonian was using every ounce of his 
energy, but was unable to withstand 
Meredith's determined challenge. which 
Warranted his catching the leader thirty- 
five yeards from the worsted, whereupon |} 
peueting finish resulted.

best speed, and finally beat the quarter- 
mile champion by a fraction over a yard | 
in 501-5 seconds, with Sheppard, who 
had come along during the last seventy- 
five yards at a great clip, five yards to| 
the rear of Halpin.

Harvard Finds Football Schedule Too

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 2).—When 
the Harvard football schedule for 1918 
appears it will contain no date for a 
game between Harvard and Dartmouth. 


The schedule, which has been drawn up 
by the Football Committee, still has to 
be ratified by the Athletic Committee of 
the university, but there is no question 
about the Athletic Committee’s accept- 
ing the suggestions of the football men. 

Harvard and Dartmouth in recent years 
have been well-matched opponents, and 
the game had been attended by tremen- 
dous crowds. The Harvard football men, 
however, feel that the team cannot play 
so many hard games as in the past, and 
that a schedule that comprises Princeton, 
Dartmouth, and Yale as late season op- 
ponents is too stiff.

Last year, there was much dis- 
satisfaction over the spirit in which the 
Dartmouth men played in the stadium, 
but it is not because of this, tne football 
men here insist, that the game has been 
dropped. 

Dartmouth will feel the loss of the game 
greatly, as it has been its greatest source 
of revenue for thé conduct of its college 
athletics. The Harvard schedule will be 
shifted considerably from what it was last 
year. The game with Yale will be played 
at Cambridge Noy. 22 and the Princeton 
game will be played on Nov. 8, or one 
week later than it was played in 1912. 
The date with Brown has been advanced 
from late October to Nov. 15, which will 
put jit between the Princeton and Yale 
games and in the place on the schedule 
that Dartmouth has had for the past few 
years, 

There is a possibility that Harvard will 
play Cornell, but this point has not been 
settled. However, there will be one new 
team on the schedule, this being Norwich 
University, which will come to Cambridge 
for a game very early in the season.
